Thirty-Five Bodle* Recovered In IMetrlet 


of Vuelta Abajo. 


HAVASA, Oct. 7.—-Word has been re- 


ceived here that 35 more bodies have 
been recovered from the inundated dis- 
trict in Vnelta Abajo, the damage from 
the flood and cycloue having wow 
reached the dimensions of a great disas- 
ter. Many 'more persons, and in fact 
whole families, are missing, and «* the 
floods subside and the district ia gone 
over by search parties, it is feared that 
the deathliist was greatly increased.

were surprind by unusual sound*. He 
described the noises a* a mixture of tbe 
bas* of an organ, the sieging of bell*, 
tbe guttural crietof a large frog and tbe 
tone* of an immense harp. The native* 
•aid that tbe sounds were produced by a 
school of a certain kind of flsh. 


Or. Buisv, «8«, reported that a par'y 


of people in a boat on the water* near 
Bombay heard strange sounds, which 
the nativee held to be caused by flsh. 
The well known English traveler, Sir J. 
Emerson Tennent, beard similar sounds 
from the lake of Batticaloa in Ceylon, 
and here afiain the natives claimed ttat 
fahMi made tbe sounds. Several corre- 
spondent* of newspaper* have reported 
having heard sound* which were pro- 
duced by fishes. One writer in the Lon- 
don Field, X8«7, avers that in the har- 
bor at Greytown, Nicaragua, he was 
h?5=!sd at- nigh* fcyth«w mvsterious 
•onnds. Another iu the same paper tells 
of musical sounds which be beard in the 
Tavoy river. Other instance* of more 
recent date might be mentioned. 


From all the accounts given we mar 


draw some interesting conclusions. 
Thus it seems that the sounds are al- 
most always beard on shipboard, though 
Charles Kiogfley ouco beard them at 
Trinidad from the shore t that they are 
usually heard in tropical region*; tbat 
they are more often hoard at night than 
at any other time; that they are com- 
monly hn»rd ut the month of livers, as 
at tbe mouth of the Pascagonla, slid 
tbat they have been reported from far 
distant places in America, Europe and

back like an infuriated cat, stands on 
his fore l^fs and kicks at bis own tail, 
paws the air and stamps the earth, bnt 
the boy clings to him until, with a and-1 
den jerk, the saddle girth is broken, and 
he is landed over the bead of tbe excited 
creature, which runs for dear life and 
liberty.

In these days of paper boats and pa- 


per wheels it is hardly surprising that 
bricks of glass should be employed, 
anch bricks, recently manufactured iu 
Silesia fur the walls and soofs of win- 
ter gardens and plant houses,, are made 
hollow, about one-third of the entire 
cubical content of each brick being oc 
cupied by a chamber filled with rare- 
fied air. 


The purpose of this contrivance is to 


prevent the too rapid passage of heat 
between the interior and exterior of tlie 
wall, the inclosed uit being it poor con- 
ductor of heat. 


The bricks are firmly united by ce- 


ment, and thus the possibility of cou- 
strnctiug a glass house without tbe em- 
ploymeut of a skeleton of iron, as iu 
the Crystal palasn of London, is proved. 


Glass cloth eeeoi* a far mote difficult 


thing to uiuke than glass bricks, yet ii 
•vsbs brought into practical use as long 
as half u century ago. Being spun into 
threads of exceeding fineness, glass can 
be woven like cotton or silk

the must common uses for glass cloth 
today is in tbe making of filters for lab- 
oratories.

THE EGG DANCE. 


A BeantlfM Feat That Ii Performed by 


Hindoo Jurfflln* GlrU. 


One of the most wonderful of the 


many feats performed by Hindoo jug- 
glers is the egg dance. Usually it is ex- 
ecuted by a girl, fantastically dressed. 
She makes use of the %villow wheel, 
around which at equal distances are 
threads, and at the cud of each thread 
there is a noose, held open by a bead. 


This wheel the girl places on her 


head, while she carries a basket of eggs 
on her arm. When the music strikes up, 
she begins to dunce, and the wheel be- 
gins to spin around. She then takes an 
egg from the basket, places it iu one of 
the thread nooses and throws it from 
her with sufficient force to draw the 
knot tight. The spinning of the wheel 
keeps the thread stretched, with the egg 
at the end of it. 


She then takes another egg from the 


basket, places it in another noose aud 
repeats this until there is an egg in ev- 
ery noose. Her fantastic costume, her 
perfect motion and all the eggs swing- 
ing on the stretched threads at oiiee pre- 
sent a very pretty sight indeed. It re- 
quires much art to execute the dance, 
for at one false step the eggs would be 
dashed together, the dance spoiled and 
the d.iueer thereby disgraced. 


After dancing fur a tiiiic witb all the 


eggs swiugiug around her head she takes 
them out of tLe IUJOOB oue by one, all 
tbe time keeping tho wheel balanced 
and in motion, and Again places them 
in tbe basket on her arm. 


When the dance is finished, tbe spec- 


tators are allowed to examine the eggs 
to see that they are real. — Philadelphia 
Times,

These bills, besides their present in- 


terest, have a strange evolutionary his- 
tory ascribed to them, as reoortlea ty 
some of the early settlers in tbe vicinity. 
At one time the summit of tbe large 
bill presented a circular plateau with a 
crater opening into a vast funnel shaped 
chasm, with sides nearly vertical, which 
extended down to a great depth. The 
bottom of this great amphitheater was 


feet in diameter, aud upon this nat- 


ural arena the pioneer youths of many 
years ago played the game of baseball 
witb tbe advantage of requiring no field- 
ers, for no matter where the ball was 
thrown or batted, up™ striking the 
sides it would fall to the feet of the 
players. No trace whatever is uow left 
af the crater. Many are the forms the 
bill has assumed since then. 


If it is the action of the strong south- 


westerly gales, which for 150 miles have 
an uninterrupted swoop down the lake 
upon tbe loose sand of t'>e cliff, why are 
other hills not thus formed by the same 
torce all along the shore ia this locality, 
where the sand appears tbe same as 
acre? There, is a sand mound close to 
the large bill nearly 40 feet high, which 
bas the appearance of growing similar 
to the others.

These bills slowly bat really change 


their positions, ever retaining gome 
graceful and strange shape. Tlie old 
trees that form a dense growth near liy 
are gradually swept over and complete- 
ly bniied in sand. In many places their 
utmost branches only protrude above the 
surface of the sides of tbe ruthless saud 
Diori«ter that smothered and settled upon 
them. In time, as the bill moves on, 
these trees are again revealed, broken 
and dead, of coarse, with whitened 
trunks and maimed limbs. 


Some SO years ago the summit of the 


largo hill was crowned by the observa- 
tory of the United States lake survey.
